When vou consider that you’ll spend about 95,000 
working hours on the job. it*s worth an hour of thought 
today to choosing a career you’ll love and stay in love 
with. That way you’ll put into it more effort, get 
more return, not only in bigger doll a,re and cents, nut 
in satisfaction. 
/ 
The place to begin? With your natural talents or 
aptitudes. But the most important ingredient—inter­ 
est or desire. 
.

Take John Donohue for tostonee,, a wall to 
math, he seemed like a natural for an engine­ 
ering course 
But when quizzed on a college 
I test about what he had learned from the aub- 
■ ject, he answered, “Enough to know I don t 
■want to 'be an engineer." Probably a wise de­ 
cision. Then there’s Tom Jensen, on the other 
hand . , . very eager to be an engineer al- 
■ though math is his poorest subject. Now, he 
| probably should stay out oí the mainstream of 
engineering with math the weak link in Ms 
ability chain. But he might do very welt in a 
related field. 
So you get the point—consider whether 
lyour ability will match your interest. When 
you get those hitched to the same wagon, you’ve picked an ideal 
career for you. Ability and interest—when they’re teamed up 
you’ve got the wind at your back. Don't panic if you don't find 
this combination right away—keep looking for it. 
Now, once you’ve picked a general vocational field, there are 
different levels to choose from, within that field. And this part 
isn’t so easy. In the electrical occupations alone, the jobs range 
all the way from practical electrician, usually trained on the job 
—all the way up to the electrical research engineer—working in 
pioneering abstractions—who will need a six to seven-year col­ 
lege course. So, for educational planning, consider somewhat 
where you fit into the field of your preference. 
One good thing for the girls, though. nowr you can choose al­ 
most every field—from astronaut to explorer—where formerly 
only the male sex dared to tread. In fact out of every 190 em ­ 
ployed today, 34 are women with a rising percentage expected in 
favor of the gals, unless you boys can keep ’em home. 
Now if you just can't decide, vocational guidance is a big 
help. Helps, too, if your parents need convincing that you’re 
selecting the rigid career for you. 
Now remember, this is a changing world. Find out if your 
choice will still be a good one ten years hence. One hundred 
years ago, for instance, there were around 300 occupations. 
Today—about 22,000. And new technological developments are 
bringing about rapid, continual changes in the job picture such 
as the recent outmoding of an actuary. Computers and other 
calculating machines have nearly eliminated the actuary’s job. 
On the other hand, the vanishing job of glass blower is newly in 
demand, for machines just can’t compete with this trained skill. 
A highly paid job. Now as I say these words, someone may be 
perfecting a machine which will eliminate glass blowers. My 
only point: Study the permanence of any vocation. 
Here’s a little quiz to help pinpoint that decision: Would you 
be most happy working with people, things, numbers or words,?' 
Do you prefer security, challenge or adventure? How important 
is the money angle? Does service to others mean the most? 
Now, planning how much and what kind of education you’ll 
need—college, trade school, business college—and how many 
dollars and cents to complete that education, checking into scho­ 
larships available, meeting the requirements—you can’t begin 
too soon. 
But before you make up your mind completely, it’s plenty 
smart to get some actual work experience during vacations. It’s 
the surest w iy in the world to achieve realistic understanding of 
what the job involves, to help you gauge your capacities, and 
whether to choose that particular field for a lifetime career. In 
fact many students rate job tryouts as vital as textbook know­ 
hows 
But what if you can’t try-out for the job in mind? Well, go 
talk to men in the field. Neighbors or strangers. Ever meet 
anyone yet who didn’t jump at the chance for some shop-talk? 
j Who’s going to turn down a request like that? 
One final point: Since career planning is a three-way deal 
between you, your parents and your teacher, it’s not an overnight 
decision. A noted educator has said, “It’s more important to 
know where you’re going than to get there quickly. Don’t mis­ 
take activity for achievement.”

Bathtub Ring Still Will Be Around! 


W ill S t f t o m r s W o rk ? 
To the Editor: Our attention has been 
draw n to your recent articles on Pottstown’.* 
new w ater treatm ent plant which is about to 
go into operation. 
It should be made clear that water with 
70 parts per million is not soft water and 
can not properly be referred to as such. The 
plant will reduce the hardness considerably 
but the people will not be receiving soft 
w ater, but a water that is less hard than 
originally. 
The resulting hard w ater will still produce 
the ring on the bathtub as well as all other 
evidences of hard w ater. Only completely 
softened w ater, w ater that contains no hard­ 
ness at all, elim inates the hardness buga­ 
boos. Completely softened w ater is provided 
via home w ater softeners. 
Dr. H arvey Wilke, professor of sanitary 
engineering, Purdue university, states: “ A 
person's attitude toward w ater hardness d e­ 
pends on his past, experience. Some house­ 
holds will tolerate reasonably hard w ater, 
while households accustom ed to soft w ater 
will dem and very soft w ater. A person ac­ 
customed to 20 to 30 grain w ater may regard 
5 grain w ater as soft. On the other hand, one 
accustom ed to 1 or 2 grain w ater thinks that 
5 grain w ater is hard. Actually, neither would 
be correct, for w ater that contains any hard­ 
ness at all is hard, not soft. 
“ There have been m any attem pts to classi­ 
fy w ater as soft, moderately hard, hard, very 
hard and exterm ely hard. Such adjectives: 
are subject to almost as m any interpretations 
as there are readers. W ater wih as much as 5 
grains or more hardness is considered hard 
for m any household uses.” 
Regarding he anticipated problems from 
foam ing detergents, those hom es with w ater 
softeners have no need to use synthetic deter­ 
gents. Good old fashioned soap works wond­ 
ers in fully softened w ater.

The school helped train Viet­ 
nam ese police and other gov­ 
ernm ent employes under a fed­ 
eral: government, contract. MSU 
advisers were in Viet Nam from 
1955 to 1962, although the size of 
the mission was reduced from a 
peak of 54 m em bers to just 8 in 
1959.

In both ca ses P ottstow n is barely inside the coastal 
belt which has w eather different from areas farthar 
inland. At top, for instance, the precipitation outlook 
indicates a coastal belt of “ below" normal rainfall, with 
tho araa west of here expected to be not so dry. The 
tem perature outlook follows a similar pattern, with the 
band along the Atlantic ocean due for “below" normal 
readings. Just w est of here, however, you find the 
“ near normal" bulk another area centered around tha 
Oraat Lakas.

WASHINGTON (AP) - High 
U.S. officials expressed belief 
Monday that the renewed politi­ 
cal turmoil In South Viet Nam 
will stop short of provoking civil 
war.
